HINDERING OPERATIONS 
ON EAST AND WEST FRONTS 


In Carpathian Passes Austria Claims That With Assistance of Ger. 
mans They Have Gained Successes on Both Sides of Laborcza 
Valley—Austrians Thrust at Russian Positions in Bukowina— 
Despite Conditions in Meuse-Moselle District French Say They 


Are Making Advances

LONDON, April 8.—-The fighting in 


the mountain passes continues as 
flercely as ever and although Austria 
claims that her troops, with the as- 


sistance of the Germans, have gained 
succéss On both sides of the Laboreza 
valley during Baster, the Russians are. 


on the whole, much further advanced 
than they were a week ago and have 
now foreed the Dukla, Lupkow and 


Rostock jpasses and are pouring troops 
in the region of the Uzsok pass, where 
the heaviest battle is now in progress. 


So far as the rest of the enstern 
front ig concerned the only battle of 
any importance is that in Bukowina, 


where the Austrians are thrusting at 
the Ruasian positions in the hope of 
compelling the Russiang to send re- 
inforeements from the Canpathians. Tn 
West Galcia and Poland, the over- 
flowing rivers ond bottomless marshes 
prevent movements on a large scale. 

These same corditions are hinder- 
ing the French operations between 
the Meuse and Moselle nivers, the 
French official report today stating 
that heavy rains have rendered the 
ground difficult for the movement of 
troops and the movement of artillery. 
There is a very important battle in 
progress in this region, however, and 
the French claim to be making ad- 
vances—a claira which is contested 
by the Germans, who declare that all 


the attacks have seen repulsed. 
Whichever report ts correct, there 
is little dowbt that a sanguinary bat- 


tle Is being fought and that in the at- 
tacks and counter attacks very heavy 
losses have been sustained,
